I T appears that The GEM is once again print¬ 
ing misleading headlines about Alun Cairns.

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Calls to scrap town centre 
parking charge plans

PLAID Cymru councillors have called on 
the Vale of Glamorgan Council to finally 
scrap their plans to charge for town 
centre car parking. 

The Council’s Draft Car Parking Strategy was 
released in July 2018 but, more than 18 months 
later, no decision has been made. More than 2,000 
responses were received in the consultation in late 
2018, and council committees were highly critical 
of the proposals in a four-hour meeting last April. 

Plaid Cymru councillor Ian Johnson, who rep¬ 
resents Barry town centre including King Square, 
said: “Charging for car parking in Barry town centre 
makes no sense when we are trying to encourage 
local people to shop in and around Holton Road. 
The council plans make no sense in either a finan¬ 
cial or practical sense. 


they suggest charging, it would actually cost more 
to introduce a charging machine and collect money 
than the amount of money it would raise! After the 
plans were criticised by council committees, local 
residents and business owners last summer, we 
were told that this would be sorted by Christmas, 
but we’re now in 2020 and we are still waiting for a 
final decision by the council.” 

Cllr Millie Collins, Plaid Cymru councillor for 
Barry Docks, including the southern side of Holton 
Road, added: “Instead of introducing car parking 
charges, the Vale Council should be working to 
improve the shopping options on Holton Road to 
attract more customers.

Views sought as company 
plans to change its 
environmental permit 


A BARRY company 
has applied to Natural 
Resources Wales (NRW) 
to change its environmen¬ 
tal permit to increase the 
amount and type of waste 
it can treat and store. 

JM Envirofuels (Barry) Ltd, 
on Wimbome Road, Barry Dock, 
currently has a permit which 
allows it to treat and store waste 
wood, which is then sold on to be 
used as fuel in energy from waste 
facilities. 

It now proposes to accept other 
types of non-hazardous house¬ 
hold, commercial and industrial 
waste - including metal, glass 
and plasterboard - before being 
transferred elsewhere. 

It has also applied to accept 
and store ash produced by energy 
from waste facilities, such as the 
Barry Biomass facility. This is 
non-hazardous ash collected from 
the bottom of the furnace follow¬ 
ing the process of heating wood 
fuel. 

The proposed change would 
increase the amount of waste the 
site is allowed to treat and store 
annually, how much waste it can 


store at any one time, and how 
long it is allowed to store waste 
on site. 

As NRW begins an assessment 
of the company’s proposals, it 
launched a six-week consultation 
which started December 16, with 
local people, businesses and spe¬ 
cialists including Public Health 
Wales and South Wales Fire and 
Rescue. 

It is an opportunity to raise 
concerns or provide NRW with 
important, relevant information as 
it assesses the application. 

A drop-in session will also 
take place today (January 9) 
from 1:30pm until 6:30pm at the 
Castleland Community Centre, 
Barry where people can find 
out more about the company’s 
plans and the permitting process. 
Caroline Drayton, operations 
manager for NRW said: “What 
the company proposes to do is 
significantly different to what it’s 
currently permitted for. It’s now 
our job to examine the application 
carefully to see if they have the 
correct measures and plans in 
place to operate it safely. 

“As well as the advice we 
receive from other specialist 


organisations, local information 
is also incredibly valuable to us. 
All comments we receive as part 
of our consultation will be con¬ 
sidered when it comes to making 
our decision. 

“We will only change the 
company’s permit if we are con¬ 
fident that they can operate it in 
a way which would not cause 
harm to nearby communities or 
the environment.” 

The consultation will close on 
Monday, January 27. Electronic 
copies of the application are avail¬ 
able on the NRW website through 
the online public register. A hard 
copy is also available by request to 
the email or postal address below.

Ambitious scheme to build 
500 council properties gets 
underway 


Group’s thank you for helping

HIGHLIGHT Park Neighbourhood

A spokesman said: “We commenced our Cuppa 
Walk in sessions in March and it was their assis¬ 
tance that helped us hold the festive occasion. 

“The grant we received was part of Age Cymru’s 
wider campaign to combat loneliness and isolation: 
Highlight Park Neighbourhood Watch were so 
pleased to receive the generous grant for the 
happy and festive occasion held on December 23: 
everyone attending thoroughly enjoyed their time 
with us, had lots of company, festive eats, raffle and 
tombola prizes, and joined in the carol singing led 


by the Highlight Park Singers (a choir established 
especially for that occasion by volunteers from 
choirs throughout the area including Barry Male 
Voice Choir, Barry Ladies, Co Melbion De Cymru, 
Pheonix choir, Salvation Army and Dubai Mixed 
Choir).” 

Victoria Lloyd of Age Cymru explained: 
“Loneliness and isolation are a daily reality for 
many older people in Wales, with 75,000 older 
people reporting that they ‘often or always’ feel 
lonely. The detrimental effects that loneliness has 
on older people are well documented. 

“Isolation and loneliness have been an area of 
key activity for Age Cymru. Our campaign has 
raised public awareness of the causes and solutions 
to tackling loneliness and has encouraged commu¬ 
nities and individuals across Wales to take action.” 


THE Vale of Glamorgan Council has 
begun an ambitious programme of work 
to increase affordable housing provision 
that will see more than 500 council prop¬ 
erties built over the next five years. 

As part of a broader initiative to meet demand, 
further affordable homes are being delivered in 
conjunction with housing associations or as part of 
market developments. 

Two sites are already under construction: Brecon 
Court in Barry is a 28-property project consisting of 
both accommodation for older persons and family 
homes, while Holm View consists of 11 bungalows 
specially designed to meet the needs of families with 
a disabled adult or child. 

Since the start of the financial year, 177 affordable 
homes have been built in the Vale: a mix of social 
rented homes, available to rent at less than market 
level, and low-cost homes which can be purchased 
by first-time buyers at 70 per cent of the market 
price. 


Of these, 74 have been delivered by housing 
association partners, including 22 ‘adapted’ homes 
for people with mobility restrictions. 

The remaining 103 have been delivered by market 
developers as a condition of planning permission. 

Cllr Margaret Wilkinson, Cabinet Member for 
Housing and Building Services said: “Affordable 
housing accounts for an average of 30 per cent of 
new developments, while our house building pro¬ 
gramme will see 500 council homes built in the next 
five years. The social housing we and our partners 
are providing consist of modem, comfortable living 
spaces, some specially designed to cater for those 
with mobility difficulties. 

“Working together, the council, our partnered 
housing associations and the development industry 
are trying to maximise the level of affordable hous¬ 
ing to provide safe and secure homes for people who 
need them. With house prices continuing to rise, 
getting on the property ladder remains a difficult 
challenge for many so it’s important we also take 
steps to address this issue.”

New health 
hub for 
Barry 

PATIENTS of GP practices in the 
Central Vale Cluster with less seri¬ 
ous conditions are being directed to 
a new ‘Primary Care Hub’ that will 
run over the winter months. 

It is available to any patients registered 
with any GP practice in Barry as well as 
Sully Surgery. 

A spokesperson for the cluster said: 
“Everyone recognises that there’s an 
increased demand on GP services and so 
this pilot aims to test ways to alleviate the 
growing pressure on GPs and the out of 
hours service, particularly during the busy 
winter period when demand goes up.” 

The hub is supported through Welsh 
Government winter funding until the end 
of March 2020. It will operate centrally in 
Barry between 10.30am and 7pm Monday to 
Friday. Patients will contact their GP in just 
the same way as they do now but for certain 
conditions an appointment will be made at 
the Central Hub with a qualified clinician 
which means patients will be seen sooner. 

Patients are reminded that they can still 
visit their local community pharmacy for 
advice, support and treatment of common 
minor illnesses and ailments. 

Funding will allow the Hub to operate for 
a limited time only over the winter but the 
Central Vale Cluster, supported by Cardiff 
& the Vale UHB, will monitor and evaluate 
the use of the service to look at adapting and 
planning services in the future to best meet 
patient care.

Ramblers’ walk to 
welcome New Year 


JAN and John, plus 
various Penarth and 
District Ramblers (and 
Biddy the dog) said 
their goodbyes to 2019 
with a walk beginning 
from Cold Knap on a 
dry but misty morning. 

They set off through Birch 
Grove and up onto the clifftop 
above the pebble beach. Views 
were somewhat obliterated by 
the mist and descending the 
Golden Stairs and tramping 
along the pebble ridge at 
Porthkerry Bay, a climb on 
a muddy path through wood¬ 
land led to the Bulwarks Iron 
Age fort, through Porthkerry 
Leisure Park and by road to 
Porthkerry village. 

Taking a short break 
at St Curig’s Church, with 
its preaching cross and the 
simple gravestone marking 
the grave of an unknown 
seaman found drowned in 
1866, they slithered their way 
down a steep muddy track 
into Porthkerry Country Park 
and across the boggy main 
meadow to a footbridge over 
the Barry Brook. 

The leaf-covered Lover’s 
Lane brought them to the 


ruined Cliffwood Cottage, 
these remains relating to the 
18th century when its most 
famous resident was Ann 
Jenkin, purported to be the 
‘witch of Porthkerry.’ With 
catkins already dangling 
from trees and ascending the 
muddy track to pass through 
narrow pathways between 
houses at the Garden Suburb, 
they returned to their start 
through Birch Grove Wood. 

Geraint opened the New 
Year and was joined by a 
group of 24 walkers and 
Biddy, all glad to be out in 
the fresh air despite a thick 
wet fog hanging over the 
countryside. 

From the Twyn in Dinas 
Powys they made their way 
up Highwalls Avenue to cross 
part of the Dinas golf course, 
where a sunken lane brought 
them to the beech wood and 
through the steep-sided Cwm 
George, where jelly ear fun¬ 
gus was spotted on a tree with 
a door snail which feeds on 
the fungus. 

Exiting from the woodland 
the fog almost blotted out 
views to nearby Michaelston- 
le-Pit and crossing the 
Cadoxton River to the road, 
a narrow path at the rear of 


the boat house led them to the 
salmon leaps. 

Situated below the impos¬ 
ing Cwrt-yr-Ala house, the 
remaining three lakes sepa¬ 
rated by weirs were stunning, 
as the still water was mir¬ 
roring the surrounding trees 
and a grey heron was spotted, 
despite trying to conceal 
itself.

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Airport blames Brexit for 
‘shocking’ losses, claims AM 


COMMENTING on the news that 
Cardiff Airport - owned by the Welsh 
Government since 2013 - has posted pre¬ 
tax losses that have nearly trebled in a 
year to £18.5 million, Russell George, the 
Welsh Conservative Shadow Minister for 
the Economy and Transport, said: “If this 
shocking loss doesn’t prove that govern¬ 
ments shouldn’t own airports - even if 
operated at ‘arm’s length’ - then I don’t 
know what will.” 

In its financial statements and annual report for 
the year ending March 31, 2019 the airport declared 
a pre-tax loss of £18.5m - almost three times the pre¬ 
tax loss figure of £6.6m in the previous year’s report. 

According to Mr George, a spokesperson for 
Cardiff Airport reported that the loss was due to 
the collapse earlier this year of Thomas Cook, an 
increase in the cost of aviation fuel, and Brexit. 

Mr George said: “That just doesn’t add up. Trying 
to blame the UK leaving the European Union for 
these losses is deflecting to an extreme degree. The 
airport has been failing for years, and although 
passenger numbers are tending to rise they are still 
far below the high point of two million passengers 
in 2007. 

“That’s more than a decade to recover, and six 
years of state ownership; but still, it is posting sky- 
high losses. In 2012, the year before it was taken into 
state ownership, the airport made - by comparison - 
a modest loss of £lm. It’s clear that state ownership 
has done nothing to help Cardiff Airport, but has 
damaged it. Even as recently as October, the Welsh 
Labour Government wrote another cheque, this time 
for £21m, to bail out the airport. 

“This takes the loans issued to Cardiff Airport to 
more than £50 million, which is nearly as much as 
the cost of buying the airport back in March 2013. 

“When will the Welsh Labour Government 
acknowledge that it cannot keep writing cheques for 
the airport, and cut its losses and save the taxpayer

millions of pounds?” 

Huw Lewis, chief financial officer 
at Cardiff Airport commented: “Our 
focus this financial year (2018-19) has 
been to build on the previous transfor¬ 
mational year and further strengthen 
the financial position of the company. 
As a result we have seen a growth in 
revenue by over 34% due to improved 
commercial operations across the air¬ 
port, notably increasing the departure 
lounge and retail, food and beverage 
offering, investing in our car park and 
car hire offerings. 

“For the second year running we 
have returned a positive EBITDA 
(Earnings Before Interest, Tax, 
Depreciation and Amortisation) which 
is a measure of a company’s operating 
performance and the key metric of 
which airports are valued globally. 
The EBITDA has increased by over 


£70,000 with continued growth fore¬ 
cast for this current financial year. 

“During this period we have 
invested in our operations and pre¬ 
pared for taking over the operation 
of the St Athan airfield. We have 
increased our headcount by over 9% 
to meet the growing business demands 
and brought forward our commitment 
to pay at least the Real Living Wage to 
all Cardiff Airport employees. 

“In light of the continuing volatility 
and uncertainty in the global economy 
and specifically the aviation industry 
including recent airline failures, we 
have reviewed the life over which 
we measure our intangible assets and 
taken the prudent decision to ‘write 
down’ the value of these assets. This 
has resulted in an exceptional charge 
of £9.3m which is reflected in our 
accounts for this financial year.” 


PAUL Davies AM has led the 
congratulations to Welsh 
Conservative politician Andrew 
RT Davies who received an award 
in the 2020 New Year’s Honours 
List.

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Youth project expands 
after police cash boost

DIVERSIONARY 
youth project which 
has proved suc¬ 
cessful in reducing 
antisocial behav¬ 
iour in Bridgend 
Town Centre is set 
to expand thanks 
to funding from the 
South Wales Police 
Youth Trust. 

Roots, a subsidiary of 
Youth Works, already 
offers a weekly youth 
session in the town 
centre, which is funded 
by Bridgend County 
Borough Council. 

But the facility is now 
able to offer a second 
night of activities, after 
the local Community 
Safety Partnership suc¬ 
cessfully applied to the 
Youth Trust for funding 
of £3,600. 

Kelly Thomas, anti¬ 
social behaviour (ASB) 
officer for Bridgend, 
who was instrumental 
in securing the funding, 
said: “Bridgend Town 
Centre had seen a spike 
in youth-related antiso¬ 
cial behaviour in recent 
months. 

“While we realise that 
ASB causes annoyance 
and distress to members 
of the public we also 
recognise that youth 
centres and youth facili¬ 
ties have been in decline 
in recent years, meaning 
young people have noth¬ 
ing to do. 

“The subsequent 
boredom can lead to 
antisocial behaviour, 
and we wanted to pro¬ 
vide a reprieve from 
ASB in the town centre 
while also providing the 
young members of the 
community with some¬ 
where to go. 

“Roots are thoroughly 



deserving of this funding, and I believe 
they will really help us to make a 
difference in the town. They are highly 
skilled in engaging young people and 
providing them with activities and 
events that they actually want to be 
part of. 

“The funding will allow them to 
provide sessions on a Tuesday evening, 
in addition to the one already running 
on Wednesdays. The session will 
offer music workshops, recording and 
mixing techniques and provide young 
people with the chance to learn how 
to play the drums, keyboard and bass. 

“The youth workers also offer circus 
skills, cooking skills, crafts and sports 


and exercise. 

“These are free workshops and are 
aimed at engaging with local young 
people, providing them with a safe and 
secure place to hang out and socialise.” 

The sessions will run weekly, from 
4pm to 6pm on Tuesdays, and from 
5pm to 8pm on Wednesdays. 

All local youths are welcome; the 
youth centre can be accessed via the 
building with the red door, next to the 
Zone on Dunraven Place, Bridgend. 

Roots also offer youth provisions on 
Mondays - at Sam Memorial Hall from 
4pm-6pm, and at Pontycymmer Vetz 
from 6pm-9pm.

A MAN from 
Ogmore Vale who 
has been campaign¬ 
ing to improve 
men’s mental health 
has just co-written 
his second book. 

Mark Williams used 
his own experiences as 
a starting point, recalling 
that he found dealing 
with fatherhood led to 
mental health issues. 

Determined to raise 
the profile of a condition 
that was, he felt, in many 
cases ignored, he started 
his campaign and wrote 
his first book. 

In recent years, he has 
been collaborating with 
Dr Jane Hanley and the 
book, entitled ‘Fathers 
and Perinatal mental 
Health’ is the result. 

Mark left school at 15, 
and suffered years of low 
self-esteem. In 2004, he 
experienced depression 
and “suffered in silence” 
for years until he entered 
community mental 
health services, where 
he was diagnosed with 
ADHD and dyslexia. 

He founded 

‘International Fathers’ 
Mental Health Day’ and 
the #Howareyoudad 
campaign to make sure 
all parents are having 
support for the whole 
family. 

Mark has spoken on 
television and radio sta¬ 
tions around the world 
while working with Dr 


Jane Hanley, and they 
have published articles 
together. 

Mark was awarded 
‘Inspirational Father of 
the Year’ and ‘Local 
Hero’ at the Pride of 
Britain Awards in 2012. 

He was invited to 
meet The Royal Family 
on World Mental 
Health Day and was 
also awarded the ‘Point 
Of Light’ award by the 
Prime Minister in 2019. 

Mark told The GEM: 
“ft is only in recent years 
that there has been devel¬ 
opment in the awareness 
of the father’s mental 
health. 

“Yet, his mental health 
can influence the mother, 
the infant, the family and 
society. This book seeks 
to address the reasons 
why the father, or the 
potential father, could 
suffer from a mental 
disorder or illness during 
the perinatal period, his 
reactions, and what can 
be done to help him.” 

The book explores the 
way in which fathers’ 
mental health has pre¬ 
sented in the past and 
how it presents now. It 
looks at the father’s atti¬ 
tudes towards his mental 
well-being and how he 
may self-manage and 
self-medicate. 

Treatment options and 
types of medication are 
discussed as are the ways 
in which the father can 
access the best possible 



help and support. Stories from fathers 
who have suffered from a particular 
mental illness or condition help others 
to understand both the practicalities 
and realities. 

Dr Andrew Mayers, perinatal 
mental health expert at Bournemouth 
University, said of the book: “This 
exceptional book by Mark Williams 
and Dr Jane Hanley is likely to quickly 
become the go-to resource for fathers’ 
mental health.

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Fitness guru’s top tips for a sustainable 
eating regime for a New Year 


FITNESS guru Joe Wicks talks to Liz Connor about 
why so many New Year diets fail - and how we can create 
a healthy new mindset in 2020 instead. 

January usually happens like clockwork: a slew of new self-help 
books, articles and slimming blogs encourage you to ‘be your best 
self, often by adopting a radical new diet that promises to blitz those 
spare inches around your waist for good. 

The problem is, many crash diets encourage periods of miserable 
fasting and cutting out sometimes entire good groups overnight, and 
demonise food to the point where you’re relationship with eating can 
be under threat. 

According to fitness guru Joe Wicks - who has successfully helped 
thousands of people to lose weight - staying on these restrictive diets 
for a long period of time is often unrealistic and unhealthy. 

Even if you do lose weight initially, it’s not unusual to gain it again 
(plus even more, in some cases) before the spring comes around. 

Thankfully, attitudes around diet culture are changing. A new 
survey commissioned by recipe box company Gousto (gousto.co.uk) 
has found that 68 per cent of UK adults believe the one-size-fits-all 
model just doesn’t work. 

So, how can you shed those excess pounds in a safe and effective 
way? We asked Wicks to give us some quick tips... 

Why should people avoid restrictive diets in January? 

“It’s the time of year now where everyone wants to make changes 
to their life, whether that’s with exercise or food, but the last thing you 
want to do - especially if you’re someone who really loves food - is to 
go on a low-calorie diet,” says Wicks, 33. 

“Sure, it will work in the short-term and you’ll probably lose weight 
on the scales, but emotionally it’s going to absolutely ruin you. You’re 
going to be so exhausted, you won’t enjoy it and it’s not going to be a 
sustainable approach. 


“Try to thi nk about a long-term vision, as opposed to a quick crash 
diet. Incorporate it with exercise and cooking with fresh ingredients at 
home; you’re much more likely to succeed throughout the year.” 

Why do people fail at New Year’s diets? 

“Because they’re awful, aren’t they? Dieting is normally all about 
how little you can eat and how much exercise you can do. When you 
combine those two things, it affects your sleep, your mood and your 
energy levels. 

“If I could give you one tip, it’s to focus on getting yourself 
moving instead. I always tell people to start with 15-20 minutes a 
day of exercise at home; this will get your energy levels up and your 
self-esteem boosted. Exercising is going to have a massive effect on 
your food choices and your ability to go into the kitchen and cook 
yourself something healthy. 

“Trying to do everything all at once is a bit much,” he adds. “Focus 
on fitness first, and the rest will hopefully follow.” 

What other tips do you have for those looking to lose weight this 
year? 

“Have a look at your portion control. I’m not saying to count 
calories, but to keep your plate to a healthy size. The good thing about 
exercise is that it elevates your mental health and your mood so much 
that you don’t want to go and put junk food in your body afterwards. 

“Meal prepping is one of the best things you can do too. If you leave 
the house without food, you’re going to grab options on-the-go, which 
will likely be unhealthy convenience food. 

“That’s fine to do once or twice a week, but if you’re doing it a lot, 
you’re never going to truly know exactly how much you’re consuming. 
The simple act of making some overnight oats for breakfast, or a salad 
for lunch can make a huge difference over time when it comes to 
staying lean.” 

What are you favourite ingredients for healthy eating? 


“I really think it’s great to have chopped tomatoes, coconut milk, 
curry powder, spices and tins of lentils, pulses, grains and beans 
in your cupboard. With these key ingredients, you can make really 
amazing veggie curries, or you could throw some chicken in there 
for some extra protein. Rice is also a great staple for making quick 
stir-fries after work. 

“There’s no magic fat-loss food; it’s all about getting a good balance 
of everything and getting lots of fruits and veg in your diet. 

“It’s good to be a bit intuitive with it - ask yourself what foods make 
you feel energised and healthy? Don’t think you have to jump onto a 
certain diet because everyone else is doing it.” 

Do you follow a flexitarian diet yourself? 

“Yes. I eat a lot of veggie meals and with Gousto, I get four recipe 
boxes delivered per week that I can make at home. Three of those will 
be vegetarian and one will be meat-based. 

“That’s a massive step for me. During the process of researching 
and writing my veggie cookbook, Veggie Lean in 15 (£16.99, Pan 
Macmillan), I realised that you can get really amazing food as a vege¬ 
tarian. I’m still not fully committed to going hardcore vegan though.” 

Many people feel like they don’t have time to cook healthily, do you 
think that’s untrue? 

“I really think you have to remove that time barrier from your mind. 
We know full well that we can smash a Netflix series in a couple of 
days or watch our soaps, so we can all find half an hour to exercise or 
cook well - if we prioritise it. 

“It doesn’t need to be hours in the kitchen either. My whole 
philosophy with my Lean in 15 series is that you can make a really 
healthy and nutritious meal in just 15 minutes, and have some leftover 
for lunch the next day. 

“It’s that kind of mentality of prepping in advanced and being 
organised that works in the long-run.”

THE UK hasn’t experienced a 
big freeze so far this year, how¬ 
ever weather experts are pre¬ 
dicting harsh months ahead, 
so it’s important to prepare, 
and that includes keeping your 
garden in check.

Keep things clear

and garden debris. By regularly clean¬ 
ing pathways and garden spaces, you 
can keep areas clean and accessible. 
However, don’t bin these, leaf matter 
can be composted and used on the soil 
once spring arrives. 

Look after the wildlife 

Everybody’s garden is a mini 
eco-system and it is important to 
look after and support this, especially 
during the colder months. Leave out 
feeders for birds and ensure that they 
have birdbaths available, and make 
sure that ponds and water features 
aren’t frozen over - you’d be surprised 
at how many animals will use them as 
water supplies. If you have a bonfire or 
fireworks display, make sure that there 
aren’t any animals hibernating nearby. 

Sam Mitchell, CEO at Housesimple, 
adds: “It’s important that even during 
the winter months, gardens are main¬ 
tained.

AM welcomes £3billion 
funding for farmers

COMMENTING on the 
news that the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Sajid 
Javid, has guaranteed 
just under £3 billion over 
two years for British 
farmers - including 
some £243 million for 
farmers in Wales - the 
Shadow Minister for 
the Environment in 
the Welsh Parliament, 
Andrew RT Davies said: 
“This commitment is a 
down payment on the 
Welsh Conservatives’ 
Westminster manifesto 
pledge to guarantee 
funding for the farm¬ 
ing community during 
the lifetime of this UK 
Parliament (2024).” 

The money - to be spread 
over two years - will be used 
to support farmers when the 
UK leaves the European Union 
and the Common Agricultural 
Policy direct payments scheme 
next year. 

It will allow funding for 
direct payments for 2020 to 
continue at the same level as 
this year, and supplement the 
remaining EU funding that 



farmers will receive for devel¬ 
opment projects until 2023. 

Mr Davies continued: “It’s 
now high time that the tired 
Welsh Labour Government in 
Cardiff Bay raised its game and 
started to deliver for the rural 
economy of Wales, something 
to date they and their little 
helpers Plaid and the Lib Dems 
have spectacularly failed to do 
for 20 years of devolution.”

How to get your own 
feel-good garden 


Cosmology corner for 

January, by Norman Lloyd 


GARDENING is well 
known to be good for body 
and soul - it keeps you 
physically active, and just 
being outdoors is a natural 
mood booster that also pro¬ 
vides your body with doses 
of sunlight and vitamin D. 

Creating your own health and 
wellbeing garden can be as easy 
as making a natural snug that 
can be a place in your existing 
outdoor space for meditation and 
mindfulness. Dotting focal points 
around the garden can also help 
contemplation - clumps of laven¬ 
der, grasses swaying in the breeze 
or zen-like trees such as Japanese 
maples. 

By making a few simple 
changes you can easily transform 
any garden into a relaxing space. 
Step one is to make sure that you 
have a quiet comer away from 
all of the hustle and bustle of 
everyday life where you can sit 
and simply enjoy the garden. 

Try to avoid having straight 


paths and walls where possible 
as these can bring a feeling of 
regimentation to your space; 
instead use meandering paths, 
curved paving and foliage instead 
of fences which gives a more 
natural feel. 

Make sure you have a vari¬ 
ety of fragrant plants. Lavender 
is ideal as it attracts butterflies 
and bees - a joy to watch and 
good for pollinating your garden. 
Herbs such as mint, rosemary, 
thyme and sage are also a good 
choice. Even the smallest of out¬ 
side spaces - a front garden or 
balcony - can accommodate a 
pot of herbs, which always smell 
strongest at dusk. 

Research has shown that 
brightly coloured flowers are 
brilliant for lifting the mood so 
plant some vibrant reds, yellows 
and oranges as well as cooler 
whites and blues that are good for 
relaxation. 

Finally, think about a water 
feature. If the constant trickle of 
a fountain doesn’t work for you 


then something calmer such as a 
pond, or small container pond, is 
a great place to relax and reflect. 

While planning your peaceful 
retreat, don’t forget the rest of the 
garden this month. As the RHS 
says, January might be the middle 
of winter but as the days lengthen 
the garden starts to grow. Now is 
a great time to plan for the coming 
gardening year and to order seeds 
and plants. Enjoy the fresh air on 
dry sunny days and check your 
winter protection, stakes, ties and 
supports are still working after 
any severe weather. 

Also put out food for birds and 
leave some garden areas uncut, a 
little longer, to provide shelter for 
wildlife in your garden. Jobs for 
this month should include: 

Cleaning pots and greenhouses 
ready for spring; dispersing worm 
casts in lawns; planning your 
vegetable crop rotations for the 
coming season; putting out food 
and water for birds and digging 
over plots and beds that have not 
been dug already. 


ORION (The Hunter), 
currently visible high in 
our southern mid-evening 
skies, is one of the most 
recognisable of the winter 
constellations, but just 
now, it is looking a little 
different. 

The culprit is the distinctly 
orange star Betelgeuse which 
marks the constellation’s western 
shoulder. 

You may remember from a 
previous column that Betelgeuse 
is classed as a red giant star, an 
enormous stellar behemoth which 
is 12 times larger than our own 
Sun. If Betelgeuse were to replace 
our Sun, it would swallow up not 
only the four rocky inner planets 
Mercury, Venus, Earth and Mars, 
but quite likely Jupiter also! 

A red giant is a star nearing 
its end of life and has entered the 
final stage of stellar evolution. 
Most of the stars in the Universe 
are ‘main sequence stars’ - those 
which convert hydrogen to 
helium at their cores by nuclear 
fusion (our Sun converts four mil¬ 
lion tons of hydrogen into helium 
every second!). Over a star’s life, 
the outward pressure of fusion 
balances the inward pressure of 
gravity. 

When the hydrogen at the 
core depletes, however, fusion 
stops, gravity triumphs and the 


star contracts. Temperature 
increases with the contraction 
until it becomes hot enough for 
a renewed fusion reaction at the 
core which converts the helium 
into carbon. Although there is 
no hydrogen left in the core, the 
accelerated rise in temperature 
from the helium fusion is suffi¬ 
cient to cause the shell of hydro¬ 
gen surrounding the core to start 
fusion, producing more energy 
than when it was a main sequence 
star - and a consequent enormous 
expansion. 

Because of its now larger size, 
the increased energy production 
is spread over a much greater 
area, and the surface of the 
expanded star is actually cooler 
giving the appearance of red heat 
as opposed to white heat. The red 
giant phase doesn’t last too long 
on an astronomical scale, ‘just’ a 
billion years or so (a tenth of our 
Sun’s lifetime). When the remain¬ 
ing hydrogen is all used up, stars 
the size of our Sun eventually 
shrink and become white dwarfs 
before finally fading into black 
dwarfs. 

An exceptionally large star, 
however, becomes a red super¬ 
giant and destroys itself in a huge 
supernova explosion leaving 
behind a neutron star; or, for 
the largest of stars, a black hole. 
Betelgeuse falls into the red 
supergiant category and will one 
day go supernova and for several 


weeks or months, become visible 
in daytime and possibly outshine 
the moon at night. 

So, what’s different about 
Betelgeuse right now? Since 
late October this orange star has 
become noticeably dimmer. In 
astronomical terminology the star 
is ‘fainting’. 

Betelgeuse is, however, known 
to be a variable star whose bright¬ 
ness ups and downs have been 
tracked by both amateur and 
professional astronomers over 
many years. But it is dimmer 
now than at any other time in 
the past - causing speculation in 
some quarters that it could be 
about to pop. Other astronomers 
are urging caution, saying that 
it is unlikely to happen in the 
next 100,000 years - maybe not 
for another million years. No-one 
knows the reason for this excep¬ 
tional fainting but it has been 
suggested that it could have been 
caused by some sort of eruption 
of dust or gas causing changes in 
its surface brightness. 

What will happen when 
Betelgeuse does eventually 
explode? Although classed as 
being ‘nearby’ in relative terms, it 
is still some 400 to 600 light years 
distant from us, so apart from 
the visual pyrotechnics described 
above, there will be no other 
effects to cause concern here on 
Earth.

A home winner for 
the Welsh Grand National

JOCKEY Jack 
Tudor, 17, from 
Merthyr Mawr and 
trainer Christian 
Williams of 

Ogmo re-by-Sea 
made horse racing 
history at Chepstow 
Racecourse during 
the Christmas hol¬ 
iday when scoring 
a brilliant win 
in Wales’ most 
famous horse race, 
the Welsh Grand 
National. 

The horse involved, 
Potters Corner, ended 
the 54-year wait for a 
Welsh victory as Norther, 
trained by Denzil Jenkins 
in the Vale and which 
won in 1965, was the last 
horse trained in Wales to 
win the race. 

Former novice cham¬ 
pion point-to-point rider 
Tudor drove his mount 
home to a length and a 
three-quarter win over 
Trucker’s Lodge and told 
the press: “These are the 
races you dream of win¬ 
ning as a kid. My parents 
said I used to cry until 
they took me outside and 
sat me on a horse and I 
shut up then!” 

The horse is part 
owned by Welsh Rugby 
Union international 
player Jonathan Davies 
and although returned at 
odds of 8-1, was at 33-1 
leading up to the race. 

Christian Williams in 


the 2007 Welsh Grand 
National riding Halcon 
Genelardias and giving 
the winner Miko De 
Beauchene 1st 71bs, was 
beaten just a head in the 
race and, but for a mistake 
at the last, might well 
have won. Christian was 
also second in the 2005 
race on Hero’s Collogues 
which was well beaten 
by L ’Aventure. 

Racegoers from the 
Vale also had plenty to 
cheer about in the pre¬ 
vious race when Tim 
Vaughan’s Eva’s Oskar 
and Evan Williams’ 
Clyne fought out the fin¬ 
ish, with victory going to 
the former by two-and- 
a-half- lengths. A 17-2 
chance, Eva’s Oskar 
was partnered by stable 
jockey Alan Johns. 

Ten things you 
might not know 
about the Welsh 
Grand National 

1 The first Welsh 
Grand National was 
held at Cardiff s Ely 
Racecourse in 1895 over 
a distance of two miles 
and four furlongs and 
was won by Deerstalker, 
partnered by former Flat 
racing jockey George 
Mawson. 

2 More than 40,000 
racegoers flocked to Ely 
Racecourse in 1896 to see 
the famed Aintree hero 
12-year-old Cloister, 
ridden by Wales’ Gwyn 
Saunders-Davies, 


beat the five-year-old 
Greenhill by two lengths. 

3 In 1901, only 
four of the original 28 
entries went to post and 
Gangbridge, ridden by 
his owner Mr Herbert 
S Sidney, came home 
15 lengths ahead of 
Kirkland, the 1905 win¬ 
ner of the Aintree epic. 
To this day Kirkland 
remains the only horse 
actually trained in Wales 
to have won the Aintree 
Grand National. 

4 The 1925 Welsh 
Grand National went to 
the Keith Piggott ridden 
Vaulx, which came home 
10 lengths ahead of Old 
Tay Bridge, which was 
unlucky not to have 
won the Aintree Grand 
National. 

5 In 1927 victory went 
to 13-year-old Snipe’s 
Bridge which remains 
to this day the oldest 
winner of the race at 
Ely Racecourse. Snipe’s 
Bridge was partnered by 
Willie Gurney and won 
by a length from the sev¬ 
en-year-old Animated. 

6 The attendance at 
Ely Racecourse in 1936 
was reported to have 
been the highest in years, 
no doubt brought about 
by the appearance of the 
legendary Golden Miller, 
a winner of an unprece¬ 
dented five Cheltenham 
Gold Cups and a Grand 
National. Sadly The 
Miller, which carried top 
weight of 12st 71b, could 
only finish third behind 


Sorley Boy and Free 
Wheeler. 

7 The only Welsh 
Grand National to be held 
at Newport’s Caerleon 
Racecourse was in 1948 
when 10-year-old Bora’s 
Cottage, trained by 
Captain Ryan Price and 
ridden by Eddie Reavey, 
won at odds of 100-8. 

8 Before Christian 
Williams’ Potters 
Wheels won in 2019, the 
last time a horse trained 
in Wales won the race 
was in 1965 when former 
Welsh point-to-pointer 
Norther, ridden by Terry 
Biddlecombe and trained 
in the Vale by Denzil 
Jenkins, who during the 
war had commanded 
a squadron of fighter 
pilots, beat the Fred 
Winter-trained Quintina. 

9 In 1991, the Martin 
Pipe-trained Carvill ’s 
Hill, shouldering a hefty 
list 121bs, left his 16 
rivals trailing when 
coming home 20 lengths 
ahead of Party Politics 
under Peter Scudamore. 

10 In 1993, Riverside 
Boy gave trainer Martin 
Pipe his third successive 
win in the race when 
ridden by Richard 
Dunwoody. The previous 
year he had won it with 
Run For Free.

It finally 
reached Brad White to 
cross for the try, the 
touchline conversion 
from Kyle Barross added 
icing to the cake and 
Barry were ahead 17-6. 

Despite enjoying a 
good share of the ball the 
Old Firm had not really 
threatened the Barry line, 
but in the minutes of the 
half remaining they did 
just that, but again basic 
errors let them down and 
they ended the half with 
nothing more to show for 
their efforts. 

Things only got worse 
for them as they failed 
to gather the second half 
kick off, allowing Barry 
regain the ball with a 
deft pass finding Luke 
O’Sullivan in support to 
cross unopposed for the 
try. Despite the conver¬ 
sion being missed, Barry 
had gone into a 22-6 
lead. 

Barry had their tails 
up and a 60-metre burst 
from their 22 by Alyn 
Evans nearly created 
another try but the final 
pass didn’t go to hand. 

Frustration grew in the 


home ranks as a series 
of penalties were con¬ 
ceded, giving Barry more 
opportunities to seek that 
important fourth try and 
a bonus point. 

The Old Firm looked 
to have finally got them¬ 
selves a score following 
a searing break from the 
full back, which deserved 
a try, but a last-ditch 
tackle saved the day. 

After that near miss 
the Mountain Ash virtu¬ 
ally emptied the bench in 
an effort to get into the 
game, but still continued 
to concede penalties in 
vital areas, with credit to 
the Barry defence which 
in the main had been 
tight all afternoon. 

Their frustration 
mounted when Barry 
reached the home 22 and 
had the final pass gone to 
hand the bonus try was 
there, but it didn’t. 

Again the Old Firm 
got into the Barry 22 but 
somehow Barry stole the 
ball and gained 60 metres 
of territory. 

Putting pressure on 
the home defence, Barry 
regained the ball and 
took the opportunity to 
move it quickly through 
the backs. Accurate pass¬ 
ing saw the overlap cre¬ 
ated with Chris Lockyer 
taking the final pass to 
cross wide out. It was not 
converted but the lead 
was now 27-6 with 12 
remaining. 


Having achieved the 
bonus point and deciding 
the game was won, Barry 
took their foot of the 
pedal. They paid for that 
almost immediately as a 
driving lineout took play 
infield where the home 
side crossed for their first 
score in over an hour. 

Regaining the restart, 
the home side were 
penalised and Kyle 
Barross was on hand to 
push the score to 13-30 
as the clock ran down. 

There was still time 
for the Old Firm to score 
a further converted try 
in injury time which 
made the scoreline more 
respectable, with the fin al 
whistle coming straight 
after the conversion to 
end the game. 

A great win on the 
road for Barry, their 
third, and there were 
many pleasing aspects in 
the performance, mainly 
the improvement in the 
support play. 

Next Saturday Barry 
are at home to St.Peters 
in a League fixture, kick 
off at 2.30pm.

Injury hit Barry Town clinch 
elite conference spot after 
crucial win

BARRY Town kick off 2020 at 
Connah’s Quay this Saturday (2.30pm), 
with their place in the JD Cymru 
Premier’s Championship Conference 
secured for a second straight season. 

After taking four points from six against Cardiff 
Met in back-to-back fixtures over the festive period, 
Gavin Chesterfield’s team will now have an eye 
on challenging for Europe again, with a place in 
the end-of-season play-offs as a minimum already 
sealed. 

While honours were even on Boxing Day in a 
1-1 at Jenner Park, Barry’s 1-0 success in Cyncoed 
four days later enabled the Town to take its place 
alongside The New Saints, Connah’s Quay and 
Bala, with two of Caernarfon Town, Cefn Druids 
and Newtown most likely to complete the elite 
Top Six. 

Making two changes from the pre-Christmas vic¬ 
tory at Aberystwyth Town, Barry manager Gavin 
Chesterfield recalled both Mo Touray and Callum 
Sainty for the December 26 match, taking the places 
of suspended Jonathan Hood and unwell Keyon 
Reffell, respectively. 

However, it was club captain Jordan Cotterill 
who orchestrated the breakthrough with a fine indi¬ 
vidual goal, cutting through the Cardiff Met defence 
to give the Town an eighth minute advantage. 

Battling to win the ball from visiting skipper 
Bradley Woolridge, Cotterill threaded the ball 
through the legs of Charlie Corsby, carrying it into 
the area and placing his final effort into the bottom 
comer. 

However, Barry’s 1-0 lead was short-lived, as 
Jordan Lam equalised in the 20th minute; the 
25-year old initially getting the better of Evan Press 
and cutting inside Chris Hugh, before delivering a 
sweet, left-footed effort. 

The visitors then looked likely to seize the lead 
from a set piece, only for Barry Town goalkeeper 
Mike Lewis to dynamically deny Joseph Evans’ 
snatched-at effort from point-blank range. 

A revitalised Lewis also denied Dylan Rees with 
another spectacular save, this time tipping over the 
crossbar, before Chris Baker’s low attempt bmshed 
his far post towards the end of the first half. 

In the second period, Lewis was at it again, 
frustrating Wales C forward Elliot Evans after 
teammate Lam had dispossessed Curtis Watkins, 
before Barry had an effort of their own cleared 
off the goal line, with Emlyn Lewis denying Luke 
Cooper what might well have gone on to be the 
match winner. 

However, perhaps the biggest story of the game 
was the hat-trick of injuries that dogged Barry’s 
efforts and left Gavin Chesterfield with quite the 
patched-up side by Dean John’s full-time whistle. 

First, Cotterill went down in the area with what 
proved to be a dislocated shoulder, prompting the 
Town captain, in the midst of a strong performance, 
to be replaced by Watkins in the 38th minute. 

Then, midfielder Sion Spence succumbed to 
a knee injury, with the 19-year old on loan from 
Cardiff City duly making way for former Bluebirds 
youngster Rhys Abbmzzese at the game’s halfway 
point. 

To make matters worse for Barry, Watkins’ 
festive foray would prove frustratingly fleeting; an 
ankle injury forcing him off after 71 minutes, with 


final substitute Drew Fahiya coming on to plug the 
gap. 

Barry’s injury woes left them facing a daunting 
task in the return on December 30. With three heavy 
defeats to the Met in Cyncoed preceding a 4—0 
Nathaniel MG Cup Final loss to The New Saints in 
2017 and last-minute Welsh League heartbreak on 
the same ground in 2015, Barry’s trip to the capital 
was already viewed with trepidation, even before 
their injury-ravaged Boxing Day. 

Nevertheless, a good number of Town supporters 
made the short trip to leafy Cyncoed and were 
rewarded with a fine upset, as Barry wrapped up 
the decade with their sixth 1-0 win of the season. 

With the trio of crocked absentees, and Fahiya 
and Callum Sainty struck down by illness, manager 
Chesterfield gave recalls to both Hood and Reffell, 
while for the second successive outing, there were 
places on the Barry bench for academy products 
Jack Pascoe and Latham Garrett. 

Hood, however, would hardly feature in Cyncoed, 
as a groin injury saw him off in the eighth minute. 

As fate would have it, Barry’s increasingly-ab- 
surd succession of injuries gave the opportunity 
for Hood’s replacement Paul Morgan to remind 
supporters what he could do; the tenured and 
trophy-winning defender impressing on what was 
a rare appearance for the Town in the 2019-20 
campaign. 

In similar fashion, it was a successful night for 
teammate Abbruzzese, the second-generation Barry 
player making the most of his extended stay in the 
side and earning the man of the match plaudits. 

With Lewis shutting out Lam, the unorthodox 
Barry XI avoided their nightmarish starts of 2017 
and 18 to be level-pegging at the break, before cre¬ 
ating the key moment at the start of the second half. 

Battling to take control on the right after Luke 
Cummings’ drifting free-kick, Clayton Green fed 
Mo Touray at the edge of the area, allowing him 
to skip by his man, before floating the ball to the 
back post, eluding goalkeeper Will Fuller to put the 
Town in front. 

It was Touray’s first goal since returning to the 
club on a second loan spell from Newport County. 

Injected with confidence on breaking his duck, 
Touray caused Fuller added concern with a long- 
range attempt that flew by his crossbar later in the 
half, while both Kayne McLaggon and Abbruzzese 
had shouts for a penalty, the latter after thrillingly 
riding a series of Cardiff Met challenges. 

With the Town working hard to close out the 
match, Met briefly threatened to nab a late equal¬ 
iser, when hotshot Evans fired toward a crowd of 
players on the line, after Lewis’ punch failed to 
clear. 

However, the Barry goalkeeper and his deter¬ 
mined defence, which included an exceptional 
Hugh performance in the unfamiliar role of cen¬ 
tre-back, did more than enough to hold onto their 
lead. 

The result was a first league win at the Met in 
over 12 years and a real monkey off the back of the 
Jenner Park side, who will now look to kick on in 
Phase Two, in spite of their rash of injury worries. 

After Saturday’s visit to Connah’s Quay’s 
Deeside Stadium, Barry conclude Phase One of their 
JD Cymru Premier campaign against Carmarthen at 
Jenner Park on Saturday, January 18 (5.15pm).
